Combs with a recommendation. 

HONOR COUNCIL 

The Honor Council is composed 
of the four class presidents, with 
the Senior Class president acting 
as chairman, and the House Pres- 
ident of the dormitory involved. 
This council meets for the sole 
purpose of trying cases of breach 
of the Honor Code. Any case of a 
breach of the Honor Code is pre 
sented to this council whose de- 
cisions are final. There is no con- 
nection between cases of Student 
Government dealing with student 
body rules and regulations and 
cases of the Honor Council dealing 
with the honor system.

Election Gripe 

March 6, 1948 

As a student of M. W. C. and 
one who is very much interested 
in the affairs of the school, I wish 
to express my opinion of the re- 
cent elections which were held in 
chapel — I refer to the elections of 
the A.R. A. and Y.W. C.A of- 
ficers. The condition under which 
we had to vote was an injustice 
to the nominees as well as it be- 
ing an unsystematic way of voting. 
It seems that the elections around 
here are just a hurried affair and 
as long as we hand in a ballot it 
doesn't matter whether or not we 
choose the girl best suited for the 
position. It was only fair in chapel

'Summer Schoolers' 
Have Access To 
Work Shop Courses 

The Summer Session at Mary 
Washington College this year will 
begin on June 14 and will close 
on August 7, Dr. Edward Alvey Jr., 
dean of the college, has announced. 

Both academic and professional 
courses will be offered during this 
eight-week session. Special empha- 
sis will be given to courses in art 
because of the accessibility of the 
art treasures of Washington and 
Richmond, to which conducted 
tours will be made under the guid- 
ance of faculty members, and the 
endless source of subject matter 
for painting and sketching to be 
found in and around historic Fred- 
ericksburg. 

An important feature of the ses- 
sion will be the three workshops 
to be conducted. The first, a two- 
week workshop on Radio in Edu- 
cation, will be held beginning Mon- 
day, June 14. The complete facil- 
ities of the college broadcasting 
studio will be available for prac- 
tice in the preparation and pre- 
sentation of programs over the 
college station and WFVA in Fred- 
ericksburg. 

The second workshop is an In- 
stitute on Debating. An intensive 
course will be given from July 26 
to 30 designed to provide for high 
school teachers a survey of the 
techniques of debate and a pre 
view of the debate topics to be 
used by them in 1948-49. . 

The third workshop is in guid 
ance. A two- week intensive course 
in guidance and personnel work 
will be held from June 30 to July 
9 for teachers and other inter- 
ested persons. 

An innovation in the Summer 
Session will be the schedule of 
seven tours to be conducted by 
members of the faculty to nation- 
al shrines, historical places, art 
galleries and museums, and state 
and national parks which are with 
in easy driving distance of the col- 
lege. Among places to be visited 
are Mt. Vernon, Arlington and 
Alexandria, Wakefield, Stratford, 
Westmoreland State Park, Rich- 
mond, Washington, Williamsburg, 
Jamestown, Yorktown, the Shen 
andoah National Park, and the 
Luray Caverns.

St Patrick Once A Trader 
In Export Of Irish Wolf -Dogs

"I'm very lonely now, Mary 
For the poor make no new friends, 
But, Oh! They love the better still 
The few our Father sends." 

March 17 is set aside to honor 
one of these few friends. A few 
facts are known concerning his 
life, such as his having been born 
in 389 near Banwen, Glamorgan- 
shire. Schooled by Christian doc- 
trines, he was captured at 16 by 
a band of Irish marauders. For 
six years the future apostle be- 
came the chieftain's herdsman and 
during this period he expressed 
deep religious emotion and saw 
visions. Encouraged by the latter, 
he managed to escape. 

Irish Wolf-Dogs 

The two months following his 
escape were spent on the high 
seas as a trader in the export of 
Irish wolf-dogs. Ending this, he 
entered a monastery at Lerins for 
several years. Dreaming one night 
he imagined he saw a man named 
Victorious bearing the title "The 
Voice of the Irish." In his mind 
he heard voices crying "We pray 
thee, holy youth, to come and walk 
again amongst us as before." And 
the idea of a missionary enter- 
prise began to form in his mind. 



Returning to Gaul, he made 
preparations for his mission. Or- 
dained deacon at Auxerre he was 
consecrated in 432 and began 
working on the shores of Strang- 
ford Lough. A wooden barn be- 
came, not for the first time, a 
place of worship. 

From 441 to 443 A. D. He jour- 
neyed in Rome and a few years 
before his death, in 461, he re- 
signed the position of Bishop of 
Armagh and retired to Saul. 

St. Patrick had an intensely 
spiritual nature coupled with a 
tremendous enthusiasm which en- 
abled him to surmount all diffi- 
culties. A strong man of action, 
he brought Ireland in touch with 
western Europe, particularly 
Rome. 

His work mainly consisted of 
organizing Christian societies and 
injecting firm faith in people not 
yet under the sway of the Gospel. 

He left among his works two 
most famous ones: CONFESSION, 
an account of his career, and 
"LETTER TO COROTIEUS," 
(British king of Strathciide) 
whose soldiers had killed innum- 
erable Christian neophytes on the 
day of their baptism while still 
clad in their white garments.
